Stand On The Record! 


Chairman Allan Flye of the Board of Public Works 
arbitrarily called an executive session of his board Mon- 
day night. Normal notice of the meeting had been received 
by this newspaper through the mails, with no indication 
that an executive session would be called. 

We want to make this point clear — whenever that 
Board, or any other, has ever asked reporters to leave a 
meeting So the members could discuss a problem there 
has always been immediate and cheerful compliance. For 
the newspapers recognize that occasional problems may 
arise that require private discussion. Moreover, most town 
boards have come to find that newspaper reporters can be 
trusted to sit through personnel discussions or other 
relatively personal matters without harm. For the reporters 
and the newspapers do not like to and will not report 
personal matters. 

When the BPW chairman was asked, Monday night, why 
a secret session was being called, he did not give a 
reason. 

We suspect that the reason, far from protecting the 
rights of any individuals under discussion, was based on 
the chairman’s chagrin that full coverage of the board’s 
activities lias indicated something less than acooperative 
attitude on the board’s part in relation to its dealings 
with the selectmen. 

This is self evident — any statement by an elected 
official of the town on a serious subject before that 
official for consideration should be printed. For the men 
and women who elected that official have an inherent right 
to know what the official believes and what stand he 
takes on any given subject. 

Any official of any town should be willing to stand on 
his record, as expressed openly at a public meeting. He 
should not in any way express his opinions but be un- 
willing to have them reported to the men and women who 
elect him. 

This newspaper tries hard to be accurate. And it suc- 
ceeds. We do not believe that opinions expressed on im- 
portant town problems should be omitted from the news 
columns just because an official wishes to express his 
opinion without assuming the logical obligations of stand- 
ine behind the statements when the public reads and 


discusses them. 


Attend Town Meeting 


When the clock hands roll around to 1:30 Saturday after- 
noon, they'll have just one message for every Sincere 
voter — it’s town meeting time. 

And that is just where all voters should be Saturday — 
at town meeting where decisions affecting the growth and 
progress of the community will be made, using the same 
democratic methods established so many years ago in old 
New England. 

In those days, of course, various restrictions were 
placed on being a voter — for one thing a person must 
own property and, of course, the women couldn't vote. 
But these days, practically every adult is a registered 
voter and has a right to go to town meeting and voice an 
opinion and cast a vote, 

lhousands of dollars will be appropriated at the Satur- 
day session. Important decisions will be made, affecting 
all of us for the coming year. 

Don’t leave those decisions to a relative handful. 
Attend the meeting and take a personal part in the town 
meeting.
